It  is  only  when  great  personalities  in 
the  sporting  world  pass  on  that  we  realise  it  is  an  era  that  we  will  never  again  encounter,  and  what  a 
pity  it  is  that  we  have  no  recordings  of  the  delightful  and  humorous  stories  of  the  past  told  so 
brilliantly  by  such  personalities  as  Tom  Powell  and  others  of  that  era.  Our  deepest  sympathy  goes 
out  to  his  widow  Leta  and  son  Murray,  and  may  God  rest  his  precious  soul.
